1, Working of Committees—(a) District Committee—There were 
18 members of the Committee—6 official and 12 non-official. Four meetings 
were held during the year, The average attendance was 95, or 5577 per 
cent., at a meeting. 

(6) Kurseong Brinch  Committee—The Committee consisted — of 
9 members—2 official and 7 non-official. Five meetings were held during 
the year. The average attendance was 42. or 46°66 per cent., at a meeting. 

(ce) Terai Branch Committee—The total number of the members of 
this Branch Committee was 16, of which 5 were official and 11 non-official. 
Bight meetings were held during the year. The average attendance was 
9, or 56°25 per cent., at a meeting. 

2. The year opened with a cash balance of Rs. 14,135-4-8 and an 
outstanding advance of Rs. 16,019-3-3. The total sum of Rs, 30,154-7-11 was 
available for expenditure during the year. The total receipts and expendi- 
ture during the year (1911-12) were Rs. 70,325-7-9 including outstanding 
advance of the preceding year and Rs. 39,809-9-3. respectively, leaving a cash 
balance of Rs. 20,218-7 and an outstanding balance of Rs. 10,297-7-6. The 
closing balance was more than oue quarter’s ist, mainly owing to the fact 
that the construction of three new bridges was not taken in hand during the 
year on account of certain unforeseen events, anda part of the balance, 
though actually spent during the year, could not be adjusted, no accounts 
having been received.

For working the Barkal Tramway and maintenance of the Hine and the rolling-rock the contractor will employ a 
dork and a staff of (say) six men at Barkal, varying iu strength according to the traflic and stress of work’ on 
the line. 

‘The contractor will be responsible for keeping waterways and approaches of bridges perfectly clear all 
through the year and taking care of all bridges and culverts on the Tramway and of Government buildings and for” 
executing potty repairs thereto as occasion arises (save aunual repairs to bridges und buildings) and for the safe 
custody of all furniture and stores at Barkal, All stores used up or rendered anserviceable by the contractor must be 
replaced at his cost.

Ox tho 11th October 1900, various European powers, ineluding Great Britain, entered into 
a Convedtion on the subject of facilitating iuternatioual travel by motor car, In 1011 the 
Government of India acceded to this Convention. 


Tt was decided by the Convention that international travelling by motor car should be 
facilitated by the uniform recognition of passes given to cars which complied with certain: 
requirements. Other provisions designed to facilitate this method of travelling were also * 

red. To give effect to the Convention in the United Kingdom, the Motor Car (Interna= 
al Circulation) Act 1909 (9 Edw, VII, cap. $7) was passed, and it is now necessary to 
enact a similar measure in India, 

At prosentithere are, in various provinces, local Acts in force for the registration of motor 
‘oars and the regulation of motor traflie. These Acts are not on identical lines, and were not 
framed in contemplation of the present Convention, the objects of which ean be more suitably

2. We have amended clause 3 of the Bill and empowered Local Governments to declare 
close seasons for the female and young of such wild birds and animals as are protected by the 
Bill, 


, 3. We have amended clause 5 by striking out that portion of the clause which autho- 
Tises Court to confiscate any arms or other implements used for the commission of an offence 
under the Act. 


4. We have added a new clause to the Bill providing that no Court inferior to that of a 
Progidency Magistrate or a Magistrate of the second class shall try any offence under the Act. 


5. We have added another new clause empowering Local Governments to grant liconecs 
to capture and kill wild birds and animals in the interests of scientific research. 


6. We have amended clanse 6 ie clause 8) of the Bill by exompting from punish- 
ment any person who captures or kills any wild bird or animal in contravention of the Act 
if he does so in the bond five defence of any property, as it is necessary in our opinion.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


‘Tne bulk of the existing law relating to the office and duties of the Administrator Géene- 
ral is to be found in Aoh II of 1874, When this Act became law, it was desired to provile 
for a class of Administrators Geferal who were to be remunerated by commission, to it 
security to Government, to be liable for clains brought against them and to be located in 
the Presidency-towns. The Act has been amended on several occasions, and finally in Act V 
of 1902 legislation was undertaken by which the Administrator General may be a salaried 
officer of Government, for whose liabilities Government is responsible, and the fees for whose 
services are credited to Government, while by the same Act some measure of provincial 
decentralisation was provided for, | 


2. The draft Bill carries this process a stage farther, and does away with the class of 
Administrators General who were remunerated by commission, and makes all Administrators 
General Odicers of Government remunerated by fixed salaries, whose liabilities are under- 
taken by Government, and whose fees are cradited to Government. 


3, The qualification necessary for appointment to the post of Administrator General under 
the present law is unnecessarily narrow. ‘The Bill gives Government a wider field of selection 


, for this appointment. 


4, Burther power is taken by tho Bill t> permit a more complete eystem of provineidl 
decentralisation of the office of Administrator General. It has been considered necessary, on 
financial grounds, to provide for a modification of the normal qualifications for appointment 
to the post of Admiuistrator General when this power is exercised. 


5, The Bill also permits greater elasticity in fixing the feos to be levied under the Act. 
Experience has shown that many estates, which might otherwise have come into the 
Administrator General’s hands to their benefit, have been debarred from doing so on tbe 

id of expense. While, however, it has been provided that Government may presaribe.the 
feos to be levied under tho Act, this power is limited by the provision that only such fees may. be * 
prescribed as will produce an annual amount sufficient to discharge the mide and other ex- 
penses incidental to the working of the Act including such sum as Government may determine 
to ensure their revenue against loss.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 





1, The revision of the law relating to the office of Administrator General has necessitated 
the revision of the law re'ating to the offee of Official Trustee. Many of the provisions of the 
existing law already apply mutatis mutandis to both offices, and it is considered desirable 
further to approximate the constitution.of these offices and the conditions of their tenure 
as closely as possible since their duties will be normally discharged by the same 

on.» The, existing law relating to the office of Official ‘Trastee is contained in 
‘the Official Trastees Act XVII of 1864, the Probate and Administration Act, IT of 1890, and the 
Administrator General’s and Official Trustee’s Act, V of 1902. The trond of this legislation has, 
as in the case of the legislation relating to the Administrator General, been to substitute for a 
class of Official Trustres remunerated by commissiona class of salaried officials whose liabil- 
ities are undertaken by the Government in return for fees eredited to the Government. The 
draft Bill carries this process a stage further, and does away with the old system of Official 
'Prastees remunerated by commission. 


2. Under the existing law Official Trustees are subject to the control of the Government: 
and of the High Court. “For obvious reasons such a dual eontrol is undesirable, and the bulk 
of the opinion consulted, including that of the Calcutta High Court, is in favour of the transfer 
‘of the whole control to the Government, The Bill gives effect to this object. Since the Indian 
Jaw relating to tbe office of Official Trustee was enacted, the Public Trastee Act, 1906, 6 Bdw. 
VII, Cap. 55, has been passed, and consideration of some of the provisivns of that Statute have 
enabled useful amendments to be made inthe Indian law. The Bill further deals with 
‘the qualifications for appointment as of Official Trustee, fees, the rule-making power and similar 
matters on the same lines as those explained in connection with the Bill relating to the office

NOTES ON CLAUSES. 
Clause 2,5 (0) (¥) (e).—The opportunity has boon taken to define the Presidencies for 
© whieh purpose roference was wrevioosly necessary to the Administrator General's Act. 
‘ Clanse 5 is new. It follows section 1 of the English Public Trastee Act, 1906. This 
» ‘elause does away with the cumbrous existing provisions securing the snecession of individual 
Official Trustees, by declaring an Official Trustee to be a corporation sole. 

Clause 6 brings together the powers and daties of the Official Trustee in a convenient 
manner It follows muinly the English Act, for example in prohibiting the Official Trustee 
fromimanaging insolvent estutes or aovepting trusts which involve tie earrying on of any 
business. These provisions are necessary as Government has undertaken the eivil liabilities of 
the Official Trustee, By sub-clause 2 he is declired to have the same powers and liabilities as 
a private trustee, and is allowed an op'ion to decline any trust. 

Clonse 8.—It is considered desirable to make provision for the appointment by will of the 
Official Trustee as trustee of property bequeathed by the will. 

* Clause 10 partly follows’section 10 of the Act of 1864. Under that section, however, 
if trustees and all’ the persons beneficially interested in a trust desired to appoint the Official 
Trustee they might do so by leave of the High Court. This clause renders such permission 
unnecessary. It follows the principle of section 31 of the Administrator General’s Act, 1874, 
and will result in saving trust estates unnecessary expense. 

Clause 12.—Under section 6 of the Act of 1864 it ix obligatory for the Official Trustee to 
give seonrity. This clause in so far as it does not require security follows section 12 of the 
Administra:or General's Act, 1874. As the Administrator General will, as a rule,also be Official 
‘Trastee, it docs not seem necessary to take seourity from him in one capasity and not in the 

er. 

Clanse 13 provides that the entry of the Oficial Trustee in the books of a company is not 
to constitute notice of a trust. A company, theretore, will not be entitléd under section 53 of the 
Indian Companies Act VI of 1882 to object to entering the name uf the Official Trastee on its 
register, and the fact that the Official Trustee is a corporation will not affeot his dealings with 
o cutside world. This clause follows section 11 (5) of the English Public Trustee Act, 
1906. 











Clause 14 woakes the revenues of Government liable for the acts of the Official Trustee, 

' except in cases where the Official Trustee and his subordinates have not contributed to the liabil- 

ity or where loss could not have been averted by the exercise of reasonable diligence. These 

eeoptions were not included in section 3, sub-section (3) of Act V of 1902, but are contained 
in section 7 of the English Act which it is deemed advisable to follow. 

Clanse 15 provides that notice of suit against the Official Trustee is not required in cases 
in which no relief is claimed against him personally, 

Clause 17.—The fees of an Official Trustee are st present fixed either by the deed of 
settlement with the consent of the Official Trustee, or according to a fixed percentage on the 
trust capital and income, or by the High Court. The first two methods are unsatisfuctory. 
Tn the first case, the settlor of the trast is ignorant of the remuneration considered suitable by 
‘an Official Trustee, and different Official Trustees may hold different views on the subject. In 
tome cases the remuneration offeréd may be considered insutficient with the result that ths trast 
i declined ; in othors it may be excessive. In the second olass of cases the system is wanting in 
elasticity as it is impossible to provide for the different classes of property which may pass to the 
Officin! Trustes, It has been found by experience that it resultsin charges disproportionate to the 
costot management, It is also unsuited to the altered circumstances as Government desires to 
make no profit out of trust estates and for this purpcse must have power to alter rates of fees from * 
time to time. This clause therefore provides for'the fixing of feesby rule accordiag to the 
Cost of the administration of different properties or classes of properties and, the total cost of 
the working of the Act. In the case of existing trusts it is provided that the present scale of 
{eee will not be exceeded. 


Clauses 19, 20 and 21 provide for audit of the accounts of the Official Trustee by Govern-

Chopters IJ-1V —The present criminal law of India, however complete in other respects, 
has been found ineffective and unavailing against certain offences of which girls under sixteen 
Yyeate of age axe tho subject. In most grave offences against females provided against in the 
Indian Penal Code, the age limit is sixteen years, but in s. 875 it isas low as twelve 
“Making every allowance for human weakness, that limit is too low. It cannot be ae 
of and above twelve years of age and under sixteen years of age has that intelligent apprehen- 
sion of the consequences of her acts as would make her consent of any real value, And yét 
one mistake daring this immature period may ruin her for life. Especially is this danger 
imminent in a casteridden country like India with stringent social laws. The operation of 
social and economic laws has also had the result of making late marriages even in the case of 
girls cither nocossary or popular, Unmarried girls of over twelve years of age are now 
common. The protection of these gitls should be provided for, It is proposed accordingly’ to 
raise the age when a consent given by a girl to her own defilement by strangers is valid, to 
sixteen years, This change in the law will not entail any hardship. Common prostitutes. are 
exempted from its operation, It will not affect the present Exception to s. 875 of the Indian 
Penal Code. The marital rights of husbands over girl-wives of and over twelve years of age, 
are thus safeguarded, The agitation against the Age of Consent Bill of 1891 was grounded 
upon the fear that it would seriously affect conjagal happiness. So far as public feeling cai 
be gauged, there is no objection to raise the age limit to sixteen years as against strangers. 
Instead of amending the Indian Penal Code for the purpose, it has been thought advisable to 
introdace the change by a separate Act, complete by itself as far as practicable, modelled upon 
the English Criminal Law Amendment Act of 1885, 48 & 49 Vict,, Ch, 69,

‘There ix then w class of offerces, unfortunately oommon, in which as gréat an injury is 
inflicted upon'o girl under sixteen yours’ of age by her trausfer by the lawful guatdian, but 
which are not punishable under s. 372 of the Indian Penal Codé, Possession of infants by 
‘prostitutes for their preparation in ‘the line, and sham marriages of little girls with the object of 
civoumventing the law, are of frequent occurrence. The girl is ruined, butit is always dificult to 
prove the criminal intention of the party, contemplated in ss, 372 and 373 of the Indian Penal 
Code, until the girl has actually adopted prostitution as.a profession and her future is blasted- 
Prosecutions are consequently rare, and the evil grows unchecked. Adoption of a minor girl by 
a dancing-gitl, again, has Leen held to confer no civil rights upon the adopted girl (Mathura 
Naikin and ors. v. Bau Naikin and ore, I, L. B, 6 Bom. 645), but, according “to J. 
Matlinswamy Aiyar, it is not indictable under s, 873 of the Indian Penal Code if the transac 
tion be for the Lond fide purpose of making a suitable disposition of the adoptive mot 
property (Qucen-Fmpress v. Ramanna and ors,, 7. L, R. 12 Madras, 273). ‘This provides a 
loophole for an offender, while the certain result of the adoption is the ultimate ruin of the 


adopted girl, ‘This is not satisfactory, and it is desirablo that the giving away in adoption to, 


and thoadoption by, a dancing-girl of girl under sixteen years of age should be stopped by 
statutory prohibition, The liability of owners, occupiers, managers, ete., allowing offences to be 


. committed against girls of tender years at places in their control, is, following the English 
_ precedent, fixed in the Bill. 


Customs have in the past been set up to justify transfer of girls under sixteen years of 
age in concubinage as also the sale of wives. The decided cases establish this much that such 
immoral transfers in the latter case, in the absence of clear proof of special custom, is unlawful. 
‘What would happen if such custom is proved, is by no means certain, The probabilities are the 
custom pleaded and proved would be a sufficient defence. Conoubinage is condoned by 
the existing law. ‘This is revolting to all ideas of morality, decency und social well-being. 
Provisions have accordingly been made in the Bill to make such acts indictable. Chapter

The object of this Bill is to prohibit the importation into, and the manufacture and «alé ing 
4 British Tndia of matches which contain whits (yellow) phosphoras. 
‘The provisions of the Bill follow, so far as is neeaxsury and practicable, the lines of the 








English White Phosphorus Matches Prohibition Act, 1908 (8 Edw. 7, ch, 42). 


‘The Bill was introduced into the Council of the Governor-General for making Laws and 
Regulations on the 22nd September 1911, At the Coancil meeting of the Ist March 1912, 
however, objections were raised to its passage on the ground tnat the necessity for the proposed 
legis'ation bad not been substantiated ;, and it was decided to postpone the consideration of the 
Bill for one year and to ottuin, in the meantime, additional information regarding (1) the 
accuracy or otherwise of the statement that modern methods of manufacture have eliminated 
the danger of heerosis, and (2) the availability of suitable brands of non-phosphoras strike- 
anywhere matebes for use in India, having in view the climutic conditions and the importanoo of 
not increasing the cost of matches to consumers of the lower classes, ‘The Bill was accordingly 
withdrawn on the understanding that it would be re-introdaced in the cold weather of 1918, 


With reference tothe first point the following facts have been ascertained regarding the 
continued occurrence of necrosis in Sweden, Norway, Belgium and the United States of 
Ameria, which have not joined the Berne Internationul Convention and which profess to have 
adopted the latest and most improved methods of manufacture. In Sweden, between the 
years 1902 and 1910,as shown by the official reports of the Inspeetors of match factories in 
‘that country, there were 16 adwitted eases of necrosis besides a number of doubtful cases, 
In 1905 there were no eases; and the Laspectors’ reports announced the extinction of the disea 
+ iy but in 1906 there were no less than seven cases, and there was one ease in each of the year 

1908 to 1910, In Norway, the number of persons exposed to poisonous fumes in match 
manufacture is only about 250. In their report for 1907-08, the Factory Inspectors in_ that 
country stated that it might Le assimed that the precautionary measures adopted, the intro- 
duc'ion of new systems of ventilation, and the observance of the special regulations had 
resuited in the complete elimination of the disease. Notwithstanding, thero was 1 case of 
necrosis in each of the years 1909 and 1910. In Belgium, where four factories use white 
hosphorus, there was a case of necrosis in 1908, and the Belgian Annnal Report on Factory 
ee, jn 1909 discloses the fact, that there were two cases of phosphorus poisoning in that 
year in spite of strict observance of the required precautions. In the United States of America, 
‘ina joint investigation revently undertaken by the American Bureau of Labour and the 
| American Section of the International Association of Labour Legislation, 15 cases of phosphoras 
necrosis were discovered by Vederal officials in an iavestigation covering 15 out of the 
16 American match factories; and subsequent personal enquiries conducted by the 
President of the American Section indicated that for four of these factories alone 
the number should have been inereased to 80. In view of these and similar disclosures 0 
Act was passed in the United States of America on the 9th April 1912 imposing a tax oD 
white phosphorus matches and prohibiting their import and export. ‘The faets stated above show 
that the latest information available does not substantiate the assertion that im 
methods of marufactitre are sufficient to stamp out necrosis,

In Greece, Portugal, Roumania, ai oop Servia and Venezuela the manufacture of 
matches is a State purely Se is therefore under control, and in Sweden the importatioaand 
onsumption of white ph: matches is prohibited though their manufacture for export is 
allowed. The fees RY also been joined by almost all the French, Dutch and British 
Colonies, including the Union of South Africa and New Zealand. Australia also has prohibited 
the importation of white phosphorus matches since December 1908, and Tasmania has pro- 
hibited both their sale and manufacture. re * 


With rd to the second question, it has been ascertained that a large proportion of thet 
brands of strike-anywhere matches in use in the United Kingdom do not contain white phos- 
phorus. The results of the official tests made in England by the Board of Customs and 
Excise for the purpose of distinguishing white phosphorus matches, up to December 1911, 
showed that, out of 271 brands of strike-anywhere matches tested, only eleven were found to 
contain white phosphorus. Figures have been obtained from the Indian Custom Honses of 
the imports of Eanes during the year 1911-12, The proportion of strike-anywhere matches 
imported was mi? in Rangoon, 25 per cent at Calcutta, 51°8 per cont at Karachi, 60 per 
cent at Bombay, and 76:8 a eent at Madras, All these, with the exception of half a dozen 
brands from Austria, were found by chemical test to contain white phosphorus. The fact that 
the use of white phosphorus matches is smaller in Bengal than in other parts of India, and 
has for years been non-existent in Burma without causing any practical inconvenience, goes 
to disprove the assertion that the white phosphorus mateh is the only one which is suitable 
for a damp ¢limate such as India in the monsoon, Bengal and Burma being two of the provinces 
with the heaviest rainfall. An additional argument to this effect is provided by the list of 
tropical countries which; as already stated, have joined the Berne Convention ; for instance— 
British East Africa, Mauritius, the Seychelles, Southern and Northern Nigeria, Uganda, Fiji, 
Gambia, the Gold Coast, Sierra Leone, Bermuda, Somaliland, Madagascar, ete. Moreover, 
‘as a result of experiments made in Englund on behalf of the Home Office, it has been definitely 
stated that there is no evidence that a match containing white phosphorus is of necessity, as 
regards resistance to damp, in any way superior to aphosphorus sesqui-sulphide match not 
containing white phosphorus. Figures have been obtained of the proas in different pats of 
India, during 1911-12, of cheap safety matches, and strike-anywhere matches with and without 
white phosphorus. It has been ascertained that there is practically no difference in price 
ais the cheap safety match and the lucifer match (whether containing white phosphorus 
or not).

Resolution of the late Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam, 
No. 209 R., dated the 28th January 1908, published in the Eastern 
Bengal and Assam Gazette of the 29th idem, inviting criticisms 
ona proposal to divide the district of Mymensingh into two. 
Read also— . 
‘The opinions expressed on the proposal by the Commissioner of the 
Dacca Division, the Magistrate of Mymensingh, as well as by a 
number of others, both officials and non-officials. 







In January 1908, the late Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam, 
with the concurrence of the Government of India, published, in the form of 
a resolution, certain proposals for the formation of two districts out of the 
area comprised within the present district of Mymensingh and invited public 
criticism. The arrangement then proposed was that the district should be 
divided, generally speaking, by the old Brahmaputra river which traverses 
the central or Sadar subdivision diagonally, and that the head-quarters of 
both the new districts should be located at the present head-quarters town of 
Mymensingh, which is situated near the middle of the existing district. The 
eastern district would thus have had an area of 2,664 square miles with a 
population of 1,734,000 and the western district an area of 3,668 square miles 
with a population of 2,181,000. 

2. The reasons which induced the Government of Eastern Bengal and 
Assam to put’ forward this scheme were, briefly, that the district was one 
of the largest in the whole of India in respect of both area and population, 
that the population of the district grew more enormous yearly, and the 
increasing complexity and yolume of business to be performed had thrown 
on the district staff a burden which it was no longer capable of bearing. The 
district, it was explained, was notoriously unwieldy 30 years ago when the 
proposal to divide it was first formally made. Since then the railway which 
had been constructed through the district had renderd many parts of it more 
accessible, but the gain had been more than counterbalanced by the increase 
in the population which rose from 2,348,753 in 1872 to 4,526,422 in 1911, a 
rate of tb per cent. per annum. Administrative efficiency was so seriously 
affected that the late Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam was 
convinced that a remedy had to be found without further delay. The opinions 
which were received in response to the proposals of that Government 
advanced no arguments which led in any way to an altoration of the vie 
that the division of the district was an imperative administrative rieocedtta 
and it was clearly recognized by many of those who were consulted that 
such a step was inevitable. 

_3. Although no serious arguments were advanced by those consulted 
against the necessity of a partition of the district, the method of division 
Proposed was open to several obyious objections and met with considerable 
Reel It was however apparent that an alternative plan, by which the 





subdivisions of Jamalpur and Tangail would be formed into a new district,

Me Uollector nd dis eres ooondadly ask ca the 
D isional Commissioner, to make enquiries in connection with the revised 
scheme. Ho was at the same time desired to ascertain by public and private 
enquiry the general opinion of prominent zamindars and public men as well 
as of associations and public bodies existing within the subdivisions of 
Jamalpur and Tangail, as to the advantages and disadvantages of the scheme 
which might commend itself to him as the most suitable. The Collector's 
report, with the Commissioner's remarks thereon, was carefully considered 
by the late Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor came to the conclusion that the scheme for’ the creation of a new 
district comprising the subdivisions of Tangail and Jamalpur ought to be 
carried out. It was observed to,have the great merit of beimg in accordance 
with the geographical features of the country, since the Madhupur jungle 
would form a natural boundary between the two new. districts, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor was convinced that any division of the district which 
ignored this great physical feature could not be otherwise than artificial and 
inconvenient. Such a scheme had also the additional advantage of creating 
one district small enough to be administered with efficiency by a single district 
GAicer’ while leaving it open tpis, future, wensration to. create, a third district 
by again subdividing the remainder of the Mymensingh district without 
disturbing the boundaries which it was now proposed to fix. Sir Charles 
Bayley. therefore came to, the conclusion that Jamalpur and) ‘Tangail should 
be separated and formed into a new district. 

4, With regard to the headquarters of the new district, the Commissioner 
of the Dacca Division was requested by the late Government of Eastern Bengal 
and Assam to extend his enguiries with a view to the selection of a site 
which should be on or near the railway, or capable of being linked up with. it, 
and which should be situated on high land, with a sufficient supply of water. 
Madhupur was considered and reported to be much in favour with the Tangail 
people, but its inaccessibility, unhealthiness and deficiency. in. respect of 
a suitable water-supply militated against its selection, The sites. on the 
banks of the Jamuna river, viz., Sarisabari and Pingna, were put. out of 
consideration owing to the uncertainty~of the course of the river and the 
instability. of the soil. Tangail, was too, far. to the south and unhealthy; 
and for these reasons its claims were not pressed even by those most 
interested. On the other hand, Jamalpur was reported to be an important 
and growing railway centre, possessing also excellent river communication. 
The site was said to be good, wholesome and open, and to possess the 
incidental advantage that Government. already owns much of the land 
which would be required. Being already the headquarters of a subdivision, 
it has several public buildings which could be utilized in the event of its 
selection as the headquarters of the new district. 

6, After considering the relative merits of the various sites, the late 
Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam had no hesitation in preferring 
Jamalpur, and considered thatthe objections of the residents of Tangail 
subdivision. would disappear if they were, given railway connection with 
that place. The Governor in Couneil is anxious personally to consult public 
opinion on this most important question, and has therefore decided to keep the 
final decision in the matter im abeyance until he visits the district, of 
Pee at the end of this: month, In the meantime His Excellency 

Council has decided to publish this review of the case. with the object of 
assisting public associations and private persons interested in the scheme 
towards forming a well reasoned opinion as to its merits, and will be glad to 
consider any expressions .of opinion which those concerned may think fit to

The annual, statistical returns and short notes on Vaccination in Bengal 
| for the year 1911-12. 


Major W. W. Clemesha, 1.m.s., was in charge of the Department for the 
whole of the year under review. 
. 2. Climatic conditions.—During the months of January and February the 
‘Tainfall was below the average, but in Masgh and April it was general over the 
whole province. The monsoon broke on the’ 11th June, with heavy rains. 
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The depression soon disappeared only to form again a few days later, hea 
falls,of rain being the bres 92? July and August the rainfall was seo 
erratic, and, although it again became general in September and October, the 
mon$oon rainfall was deficient everywhere except in Bihar, the deficiency this 
year again being most marked in Chota Nagpur. 

3. Births and deaths.—The ratios have been calculated on the figures of 
the census of 1911. In most cases this had the effect of lowering them in 
comparison with the ratios given for the year 1910, which were calculated on 
the figures of 1901, It-is clear that, so long as calculations are made on the 
figures of any consus, the ratios of the succeeding decennial period, must, in 
cases where the population is gradually increasing, tend to be increasingly 
higher than the actual. figures warrant. The number of biethyn istered 
during the year under report was 2,099,572 as compared with 2,007,222 ; 
that is to say, 40°01 against 38°25 per mille. As was anticipated in 1910, 
this is due to a decreasé in the general price of food-grains. The number of 
deaths increased from 1,672,640 to 1,715,419, the cause being.a rise in the 
mortality from plague and fever. Patna and ‘Tirhut Divisions show the 
biggest birth and death-rates. ‘The exceptionally high death-rate in Patna 
was due to the prevalence of plague, the, death-rate from which was 
12:46 per mille. : 

4. Verification of vital statistics —The Khulna District is again the worst 
offender; 7°65 per cent. of the» births; and (4°63 per cent, of the deaths 
enquired into in this district were fond to have been unreported. ‘The 
attention of the Commissioner concerned, will be called to the failure in this 
district to attain even that: very moderate s,andard of accuracy which is 
reached by other districts. 

The fluctuations in the figures in various districts still continue to show 
‘the same extraordinary variations to which attention was drawn last. year. 
In 11 districts \out, of 83, the recorded birth-rate for the current year varied 
from the mean birth-rate for the last.5 years by about, 15. per cent., while in 
27 towns out of 131, the corresponding variation in the death-rate was more 
than 25 per cent. In towns, the total population on which the ratios are 
calculated is, of course, smaller, but in most of such areas registration is com- 
pulsory, and the figures should, therefore, be more accurate. In some cases 
variations are satisfactorily explained by the prevalence or absence of cholera, 
plague or other epidemics, but the inevitable conclusion is that vital 
statistics, as ‘at present recorded, are not sufficiently accurate to admit of 
any wide'genoralization being ansde, The question :of the.impravement of 
statistics in compulsory- areas is at present under the consideration of 
Government. 

5. Cholera——There was a satisfactory fall in the mortality from this 
cause during.1911. The number of deaths was 124,560 as compared with 
162,611 during the previous ‘year, und 177,306 the-average ‘of the last five 
years, The scourge was most severe in Gaya, Muzaffarpar and Purnea 
‘districts. Disinfection of wells with permanganate of potash was again 
resorted to in many districts, and in Saran the Police and Presidents of 
Panchayats were uséd’as Agenvide for-its distribution: } 

6. Small-pox—The mortality recorded in 1911, viz., 4,741, representing 
a ratio of ‘09 per 1,000, was the lowest since 1886. The mortality was 
slightly greater among children 6f 10° years) and less. Compared with 1910, 
it was smaller in 27 districts -and=higher in 4. The highest mortality in 
towns was recorded in Bhagalpur, where the rate was 4°65. 

7. Vaccination —The total number of operations performed during the 
year was 2,054,756, the number of persons vaccinated being 2,040,693. 
There was an increase of 45,705 in primary vaccinations and a decrease of 
26,079 in vevaccinations. The rise in the death-rate from small-pox in 
Odleutti: ‘has ‘lad’ to keeping vaccination stations open on every day 
of the week and combining them with the birth registration stations. Orders 
haye been issued during the year to ensure improvement in the rk of 
inspection. Hitherto, stress has been laid only on the Biter yeases 
inspected. In future, increased importance will be attached to the amount of 
‘touring done by the inspecting officers, the state of discipline, and « 
amongst the subordinate vaceinators. t a

year. The intensity of the disease was ey confined to Behar, where Patna 
a 


yeturned a death+rate of 12°46 per-mille, Saran 8°76 and Shahabad 6°89. 
In Calcutta, the mortality was 1°93 per mille. Inoculation was carried, out 
in 1,529 cases, as compared with 349 in the preceding year. No attacks or 
deaths from plague were reported amongst the inoculated. Among towns, 
Revelgunge was the worst sufferer and lost 42°59 per mille. Nine of the 
towns recorded a vateof over 10 per mille. Evacuation of infected houses 
continues to be the most popular of all measures for the suppression of plague, 
and proyed yery useful wherever it was adopted in time. Disinfection of 
infected houses by the sun’s rays and by the use of kerosene oil emulsion, was 
also practised. In Gaya town, desiccation was resorted “to. In Calcutta 
‘and Darbhanga, the eradication of rata was stimulated, bythe payment -of 
rewards to rat-catchers. 

9, Fever.—After a decline in the mortality from this cause during the 
last two years, there was a regrettable rise from. 1,031,929 to 1,081,349 in the 
total number of|deaths recorded. Fever was responsible for 63°03 per cent. 
of the total deaths from all causes during the year under review, the eorres- 
ponding figures for the last year being 61°69. Shahabad continued to 
maintain its -bad reputation, and headed the list with a mortality of 30°21 per 
mille. _In eight of the districts the ratio was ovér'25 per mille. ‘Amongitowns, 
Kumarkbali in.the district of ‘Nadia was the: most feverish and” lost 3741 

er mille of its population. Anti-malarial measures were continued in North 
Barrackpore almost entirely at the cost of Government, and are now being 
wound up. It is expected that the general sanitary condition of the Muni- 
cipality will be greatly. improved. Anti-malarial measures were only carried 
out fully in ten towns. 
10. The. Provincial Malarial Committee discussed the-following subjects 
during the year :— 


@ > (1) Teaching of rndlaxidl prophylatie ip schools. 
(2) Popularization of the use of quinine. 
3) Diffusion of knowledge in malaria prevention. 
4) Distribution of quinine in “treatments.” 
5) The connection between drainage conditions and malarial problems. 


_ Major Fry, Special Deputy Sanitary Commissioner was at’ work in the 
districts. of Jessore, Cuttack, Puri, Bhagalpur, Muzaffarpur, Champaran, 
Patna, Gaya, Shahabad, Hazaribagh, Ranchi, Manbhum and elsewhere, and 
the result of his investigations leads to the conclusion that little permanent 
benefit is likely to.accrue in Bengal by any attempt: to eradicate mosquitoes 
by destroying larye. Until fuller information as to the causes underlying the 
prevalence of malaria, in what is called the hyper-endemie area, which consists 
of part of Murshidabad and Jessore. is Obtained, the only method of procedure 
whieh seams to hold out hopes of success is to reduce the infeetion rate’ by 
the use of quinine. 

_ Twenty-four Sub-Assistant Surgeons, were deputed for distributing 
quinine gratuitously. In Jessore, quinine hydrocloride in “treatments” was 
exclusively used, and is said to-have heen very efficagions and much appre- 
ciated by the peaple. The sale of quinine was the largest: in the districts of 
Burdwan, Kbulna, Nadia, Murshidabad and Birbhum, 

11. Desentery and Diarrhoea.—-The mortality under this head fel) from 
45,902 during 1910 to 43,913 during the year under review. As asual, the 
death-rato in towns—2'29—-was considerably higher than in. rival areas. 

12. Respiratory diseases. —Casualties: recorded under this head amounted 
to 15,402 against 15, 447 in the preceding year. 

3. Injury .—Deaths from snake-bite numbered 10,240° against 9.043 in 
the eye ee the increaseiin the total number of casualties from 
peri Pies 57 to. 26,124 was due to this rise. ‘The districts of Darbha 
8a Mazatlarpur showed the greatest number of deaths’ from snake-bite 

‘aran and Champaran coming next. One hundred and sixty-five cases of 
Spake-bite wore treated with per ie Of potash, and in 129 out of these 

© patients were discharged as cured, while 34 cases ended fatally. Thirteen 
ons “trated with,antivenone, and of these 12 recovered.

_ 14. Sanitary Improvements.—The expenditure by municipalities on eon- 
servancy, drainage and  water-supply decreased from Rs. 24,88.154 ‘to 
Rs. 22,58,679, the decrease being due to the fact that the expenditure in the 
preceding year ‘was abnormally large. owing to the construction of drains’ in 
various towns. ‘The experiment of employing peripatetic gangs of sweepers 
for cleansing villages and rural towns was tried in the Patna, Gaya and 
other districts. |The report contains an interesting statement showing the 
effect of important sanitary works, and the death-rates before and after their 
execution. Owing to the ravages of epidemics. the beneficial effects of 
these schomes are not always reflected by the death-rates, but it is interesting 
tonote that in eight of the thirteen cases quoted, there has” been a yer 
considerable fall in the death-rate, while two out of the five towns in hick 
the death-rate has increased suffered severely from plague. The introduction 
of filtered water checks the incidencs of cholera and other water-borne 
diseases but, unless accompanied by the introduction of an efficient draimage 
scheme, leads to the stagnation of a large volume of waste water and a 
corresponding rise in the incidence of fever... , é 

15. Sanitary Board.—During the year, seven new schemes of water 
supply were taken up. Six schemes were under the consideration of the 
Board in their initial stages and twelve were proceeded with. Eleven 
drainage schemes were in the course of preparation in the Sanitary Engineer's. 
office, and five others were either examined or revised, while work was in 
progress in sixteen schemes. In many cases progress has been regrettably 
slow, and, although the contractor is often to blame, it is clear that the 
Municipal Commissioners themselves could doa good deal to accelerate the 
progress of work. ‘ 

16. In order to stimulate the inception of adequate drainage schemés in 
suburban municipalities, the Bagjola canal has been excavated and improved 
at Government cost, and it is hoped that the yarious municipalities in the 
vicinity will make use of it as an outlet for their drainage. So far. however, 
the local bodies concerned have not shown the desire, and in some cases haye 
not the ability, to profit by the help thus afforded by Government. 

17. _A step in a new direction has been taken by the proposal to create a 
special Public Works Division for the purpose of investigating drainage 
conditions. ‘The prevailing ignorance of the data governing the water-logged 
condition of various districts forbids the formation of well-considered 
drainage schemes and, owing tothe absence of systematic observations 
fram the records of the past, the exact wants of different localities are 
unknown. _ It is a common and oft-repeated cry in Bengal that the cause of 
malaria is largely due to defective draiage. What is needed is a systematic 
investigation by an expert establishment, which should be able to submit 
a definite and authoritative report regarding the localities in which the 
drainage is defective, stating the extent and nature of the defects, and the 
possible remedies and their approximate cost. This information will now 
be collected by the special officer appointed for this purpose, who will first 
investigate the conditions near the Bhairab river im Jessore. 

18. Since the close of the year under report, it has been decided to 
organize a sanitary service for the province, with Health Officers in. charge 
of the larger municipal towns and properly trained and qualified Sanitary 
Inspectors for other towns and rural areas. The details of the scheme are 
now being worked out and the course of training for the inspectors drawn up. 
as the first, essential is the supply of properly trained men. The organization 
of the service in municipal towns will first be taken up, as they are compact 
and more easily managed areas, but it is hoped, within a reasonable time, to” 
extend the scheme to the rural areas also. hs rile

Letter No. 123, dated the 17th June 1912, from the President, Bengal’ 
Smoke-nuisances Commission. forwarding the report of the 
Commission for the year’1911-12. 


The Commission held 12 meetings during the year 1911-12. 

The Chief and Assistant Inspectors made 4,463 observations of smoke: 
emission, against 3.962 in 1910-11. In the course of their inspection of 
factories, they tested fuel furnaces; stoking appliances were tested in 
278 cases. 

2. There has been a steady improvement in the abatement of the 
smoke nuisance. The average emission of offensive smoke has also been 
further reduced. . The Commission hope to secure greater improvement, 
if the present limits of smoke emission, which are considered unnecessarily 
liberal, are reduced. The proposal submitted by the Commission to attain 
this end, by an alteration of the rules, has just been approved by the 
Government of India. 

3. The Commission experience considerable difficulty in dealing with 
the nuisance Gaueéd by the inanufacture.of coke in open fires. The nuisance 
caused by the emission of smoke from lime-kilns is also great, and complaints 
have been received from the river pilots that it obstructs the navigation of 
vessels plying on the Hughli, It is proposed to remove these difficulties 
by amending the Act. The matter is under the consideration of 

overnment, 

The Governor in Council is pleased to note that the public continue to- 
show confidence in the Commission. In many instances they have drawn the 
attention of the Commission to cases of smoke nuisance, which were rot 
observed by the Inspectors. The complaints received were promptly 
attended to and relief was given by raising chimneys and directing careful 
working of the furances. The number of statutory warnings during the 
year under report was greater than the ayerage of the previous years owing 
to the greater facility of detecting individual offenders from amidst the 
Surrounding general improvement, and also owing to the Inspectors being 
able to devote more time to the particulars of offensive cases. 

. 4. The number of prosecutions was the same as in the previous year, 
vlé. 47. Conviction’ was obtained in every case. There has not been a 
Single case of failure since the commencement of the working of the Bengal 
moke-nuisances Act, 1905. 

The use of electricity and gas ‘is conducive to the prevention of the 
smoke nuisance and will, it is hoped, be encouraged by reducing the cost 
i Supply as mueh as possible. One hundred and ninety-six electric motors 
tea 720 H.-P. were installed during the year, but the number of gas and 

motors, worked during the year. was small.

In the 
latter part of April the rainfall was much in excess in 
Eastern Bengal, although not much above normal in the 
districts near Calcutta. The result was that in Eastern 
Bengal, in fields where sowing was not completed by the 
middle of April, this work was seriously retarded. Weed- 
ing was also interfered with on lands already sown. 
Damage was caused to the crop in low lands by flooding 
from rain water. In May and June the rainfall was 
approximately normal with u tendency to defect. There 
was therefore no flooding from a rise in river levels, and 
in this respect the season compares favourably with that 
of last year. The work of weeding was also facilitated 
and prospects improved considerably. 


Area sown.—Most districts report that, owing to the 
high prices realized last year and the favourable condi- 
tions for sowing up to the middle of April, the area 
under cultivation was at first extended all over the i 
Province. In some districts in Kastern Bengal, however, 
the heavy rain in the latter part of April destroyed a certain 
amount of the crop. The District Officers of Tippera, 
Dacca and Mymensingh return « diminished area. The 
Collector of ‘Tippera has reduced his area by as much as 
10,000 acres. The Collector of Jessore, on the other hand, 
returns the enormous increase of 86,000 acres. This is 
probably due u good deal to the more favourable weather 
conditions obtaining in the western part of the Province, 
which did not: suffer from excessive rainfall in the latter 
part of April.

Police Courts to No. 3, Charnock -Place, at present occupied by the Commis- 
sioner of the Presidency Division and other officers. This building His 
Excellency in Council is inclined to think would prove very suitable for the 
Presidency Magistrates, and the present Courts will provide the Commissioner 
of Police with a substantial portion of the much needed extra accommodation 

for his head-quarters. The Commissioner’s bill for house-rent is little short 

“of one and a half lakhs of rupees per annum, and it is hoped that the new 
arrangements will lead to a substantial reduction in this charge. The 
additional space which will be available at No. 3, Charnock Place, will allow of 
the provision of suitable court rooms for the use of Honorary Magistrates who, 
inthe absence of sufficient and suitable accommodation, cannot furnish the 
relief to Stipendiary Magistrates which they are able and anxious to give. 
Even in existing conditions, however, many of the Honorary Magistrates have 
rendered much assistance, and His Excellency in Council takes this opportu- 
nity of acknowledging the value of their services. 

6. The Governor in Council is glad to notice that effective measures have 
been taken. during the year to secure juvenile offenders before and after 
eonvietion from contact with habitual criminals. One hundred and four first 
offenders were discharged under section 562, Criminal Procedure Code, and of 
the juveniles convicted, 88 were sent to a reformatory school as against 26 in 
the previous year; while 16 were dischargod after admission, 12 bound down 
tobe of good behaviour, 1 fined, 271 whipped and 11 only sentenced to 
imprisonment in the Juvenile Jail. It can be said with justice that. the 
action of the police and courts now procesds on lines which are in reasonable 

. aecord with modern ideas as to the treatment and reformation of juvenile 
offenders. $ 


7. Thore has been a satisfactory improvement in the efficiency of the 
Fire Brigade in consequence of its reorganization which was based on the 
recommendation of the Committee which sat during the year. A European * 
Superintendent has been obtained from England since the close of the year, 
and he will submit his recommendations for the permanent needs of the 
Brigade when he has gained some experiences of local conditions. The use of 
motor engines has added greatly to the utility of the Brigade in dealing 
promptly with outbreaks, and there was a most satisfactory decrease in the 
amount of property destroyed by fire. ‘The question of the future aceommo- 
dation of the Brigade to which the Commissioner of Police refers is an 
important one, and will require serious consideration. The proposal’ to 
construct a new central fire station on modern lines would however involve 
considerable expenditure and there is also the difficulty of finding a suitable 
site. 


8. Tho Governor in Council notes with pleasure the commendations of, ae 


the Commissioner on tho officers who have done good work during the year. * 
Groat credit is due both to the Caleutta Police and to the officers and men of 
the Bengal Police who were drafted into Calcutta for the manner in which 
. they performed the onerous and anxious duties thrown upon them by the visit 
of their Imperial Majesties to Calcutta at the close of the year. "The good 

work of the force asa whole was graciously acknowledged by His Imperial | 
Majesty, and in recognition of special services rendered, Sir F, Halliday, 
Commissioner, was honoured with a Knighthood. Mr. F. C. 'T. Halliday and 
Mr. ©. A. Tegart, Deputy Commissioners, were appointed to the Royal 
Victorian Order (5th class), while the Royal Victorian Medal was bestowed 
on Superintendents Aldridge and Eastwood, Inspectors Edwards, Farrow and 
Creffield, Chief Enginoor Phillips, Sergeant Sharpe and the officiating Head 
Assistant of the Commissioner's oflice (Mr. A. DeSouza). His Imperial 
ity was also pleased to add a bar to the Royal Victorian Medal awarded

Tntroduetory—With the sanction of the Government of His Highness 
the Muharaja of Mysore, the Committee issue the following Prospectus in 
connection with the Exhibition of 1912, 

2. Opening of the Exhibition—This year the Exhibition opens on the 
ldth of October and will continue till the 28th of October, both days 
inclusive. he cattle (local) and poultry shows will begin on Monday, the 
2st of October, and close on Thursday, the 24th. 

3. Object of the Exhibition—The primary aim of the Committee is to 
impart to the Exhibition an educative character and to bring together 
articles, machinery and proc 8, the use of which it is desirable to bring to 
the notice of the raiyat, artizan and the manufacturer by actual demonstra- 
tion. But as the exhibition of a single specimen may not afford full 
information and may not be sufficiently attractive to the visiting public, 
articles intended for sale will also be admitted. 

Sale rooms and sale of erhibits.—Articles on a larger scale sent merely 

for sale will have to be kept in separate stalls and in charge of the 
exhibitors or their agents. There is no objection to the sale of actual 
exhibits ; but they will not be allowed to be removed from the Exhibition 
grounds till the termination of the show. Articles admitted for purposes of 
sale alone may be removed after purchase.

“acres of C. Ledgeriana, 58 acres. of C..officinalis, 25 acres of C. Succtrubra and 
17 acres of Hybrid No. 2. The number of Cinchona plants on the plantation 
at the end of March 1912 was 1,513,316. The number of trees planted out 
was 243,327, and cut out 54,293. The increase in plants during the year was 
189,034. The trees (54,293) cut out were almost exclusively of “ thinnings” 
from the younger blocks and yielded 161,480 lbs. of bark or almost 3 lbs. of 
bark per tree. In order to gain a rough idea of the probable future yield of 
Munsong, 27 trees were chosen from the oldest block on the plantation, and 
their bark collected.

Taere were four casualties during the year—two branch pilots retired 
from the service, and ‘one died; two leadsmen apprentices were recruited 
from England during the year ; one appointment was offered to loeal candidates, 
but no application was received in response. The total strength of the service

2., An increased number of vessels visited the port, viz., 1,708 with a 
gross tonnage of 6,765,071 against 1,670 vessels with a gross tonnage of 
6,375,298 in the previous year. One thousand seven hundred and four 
vessels with) a gross. tonnage of 6,750,128 left the port, against 1,666 
vessels with a gross tonnage of 6,388,041 in 1910-11. Pilotage receipts 
amounted to Ks. 14,76,000, as against Rs. 14,37,370 in 1910-11, andRs. 13,67,388 
in 1909-10. 

3. OF the vessels entering the port. 285 drew over 21 feet while 1,077 
vessels drawibg over 21 feet left the port during the year. No sailing ship 
of this draught visited the port or left it during 1911-12. 

4, No vessel was neaped, inward or! outward bound, during the year 
under report, as there was always a sufficient depth of water over the bars 
ofthe river. In 1910-11, five vessels were neaped at Diamond Harbour. 
For want of pilots, five vessels wore detained at the Sandheads against two in 
the previous year. ‘Twelve officers were carried on to the next port of call 
in June owing to bad weather at the Sandheads against two in 1910-11. 

5. Twenty-three groundings occurred against twenty-six in the 
previous year, and two collisions against three in 1910-11, Eight of the 
groundings were accidental and three were due to an alteration in the channel 
of the river. In ten cases, the pilot was held to be free from blame, while in 
the remaining two, the groundings were attributed to his imprudence or error 

judgment. The pilots in fault were suitably dealt with by Government. 
_ ‘As regards collisions, the enquiries held showed that one case was due to

Tue following report on the state of the salt market for the first quarter 
of the year 1912-13, comprising the months of April, May and June 1912, 
in the Presidency of Bengal as constituted on the Ist April 1912, is published 
for general information. : 

2. The quantity of salt of every description cleared during the quarter 
amounted to 3,366,227 maunds (including 1,554,605 maunds issued under the 
credit system), as compared with 8,572,010 maunds (including 1,312,059 
maunds issued under the credit system) in the previous quarter and 3,422,074 
maunds (including 993,688 maunds issued under the credit system) in the 
corresponding quarter of the previous year, The net amount of duty levied 
was Rs. 28,91,713 (including Rs. 13,76,910 adjusted under the credit system), 
as against Rs. 31.25,188 (including Rs. 11,15,973 adjusted under the credit 
system) in the previous quarter, and Rs. 29,98,699 (including Rs. 7,96,191 
adjusted under the credit system) in the corresponding quarter ‘of the 
previous year.

3. ing.—The Dredger Karnafuli. was at work for 168 days during 
the year on the inner and outer bars of the River Karnafuli and near the 
railway terminal jetties. A Government grant of Rs. 92,000 was made to 
meet the cost of the maintenance of this work, which has proved of consider- 
able value in checking shoaling on the bars as well as in the Port itself. 

4. Revetment.—The Government grants placed at the disposal of the 
Port Commissioners for revetment work up to the end of 1910-11 amounted 
to Rs. 14,44,753, and the amount given during the year 1911-12 was 
Rs. 1,69,142. A loan of Rs. 1,00,000 from Government was applied for by the 
Port Commissioners, but was not sanctioned by Government as the financial 
position of the Port Fund was held to be not sound enough to justify the 
grant of further loans. A Government grant of Rs. 50,000 to the Port Fund, 
however, enabled the Commissioners to spend an equivalent sum on revetment 
work. 

The outstanding balance of loans cn this account on the 31st March 1912 
was Rs. 5,94,725. 

The revetment of the right bank was continued and completed in section 
IV as far as Khal No. 8 or a distance of 16,240 feet from Mohesh Khal, It 
is probable that no further extension of the revetment will be made for the

* 5. Light-houses—The Kutubdia and Norman's point light-houses were 
maintained in good order; the lights were exhibited throughout the year

6. Shinping—During the year 388 vessels entered the Port, with a net 
aggregate tonnage of 367,048 as against 378. vessels, with a net aggregate 
tonnage of 855,293, which entered the Port last year: 

Three accidents occurred to vessels, but, no material damage was caused. 

7. Trade.—The value of the imports and exports of the foreign and 
coasting trade amounted to 784'06 lakhs of rupees against 660°51 lakhs in the 
preceding year. ‘The increase appears to indicate general progress in the 
growth of the Port as there were no abnormal circumstances to account for it, 
and it was observable in all branches of trade—the import and the export 
trade, the foreign and the coasting trade, alike. \ 

8. Jetties—The jetties are the property of the Assam-Bengal Railway 
Administration who have controlled and worked them since March 1903. 
The construction of a fifth jetty is under the consideration of the railway 
authorities. On the completion of the Bhairab-Tangi exténsion of the Assam 
Bengal Railway the connection of the port by railway with the important 
districts of Dacca and Mymensingh will, it is expected; contribute largely to 
increase the import and export trade of the port, and this will necessitate 
additional jetty accommodation.

The report relates to the Presidency of Bengal as constituted after the 
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territorial redistribution on the 1st April 1912, and includes within its seope 
the praventive operation's in the saliferous districts of the Province, which 
were under the control of the Commissioner of Excise and Salt, and the 
importations and issues of salt under the control of the Customs authorities, 


3. Credit system of payment of duty on Salt, * 2 * Tho salt 
credit system continued to be popular in Caleutia, and very extensive 
‘advantage was taken of it by the salt merchants during the year under 
review. It is reported that securities to the amount»of Rs. 26,12/500 wore 
deposited by them. during the year, and the quantity of salt, issued uhdor 
the system rose to the high figure of 4,915,766 maunds. Although tho 
system was in force in Chittagong, it was not taken advantage of by any salt 
merchants there. 

4, Salt bonding arrangements in Calcutta and Chittagong, * - * 
The revised scheme for the construction of seven additional golas on the 
Sulkea foreshore, at a total estimated approximate cost of Rs. 4,50,000, 
received the administrative approval of the Government of India, and detailed 

lans and estimates were submitted by the Board in February 1912. 

vised plans ands estimates: for-a stacking shed and one additional turntable 
in the compound of the salt golas at Sulkea. at a total estimated cost of 
Rs. 27,858, also received the administrative approval of the Government 
of India in February 1912. “A ‘second revised estimate, amounting to 
Rs. 4,08,345, for constructing salt golas at Chittagong, including an 
expenditure of Rs. 14,400 on quarters for the Salt Inspector and Assistant 
Inspector, has been sanctioned by the Government of India in the Public 
Works Department in their letter No. 562B,, dated the 2nd May 1912. A 
supplementary estimate, amounting to Rs. 51,333, which will include certain 
additional works, is being prepared by the Public Works Department and will 
shortly be submitted to Government for sanction. . 

5. Imports, * us * The imports into the port of Calentta 
show an increase of over 15 lakhs of maunds as compared with the 
previous year, and the importations into the port of Chittagong an increase 
of nearly 5 lakhs or 113°1 per cent. Of the several countries which 
exported salt to Calcutta, the United Kingdom supplied the largest 
quantity, while Aden was the largest exporter to Chittagong. As regards 
Calcutta, it is reported that the salt trade generally was brisk and more 
vessels than, usual, were employed in it. “The large increase in the 
import from Aden into Chittagong is attributed to the reopening by a Bombay 
firm of their business at Chittagong, which they had previously closed

The stocks in all the golas, both public and private, at the commence- 
ment of the year were less by nearly 10 lakhs of maunds than on the lst 
April 1910. The receipts. however, exeeeded those of the previous year by 
over 20 lakhs of maunds. Tho salt'trade generally was brisk, and a greater 
mumber of vesscla than, usual, were,employed in bringing salt, ‘The 
glearances were also in excess of those of the previous year by more than 
54 lakhs of maunds. In addition to the closing balance of 2,387,375 maunds, 
there were at the close of the year 157,563 maunds of salt lying afloat in 
the port of Caleutta as compared with 114,356 maunds on the 3lst 
March 1911. 

11. Imports. * ie * The total importations in Calcutta, 
although they did not reach the figures of ‘the exceptional year 1908-09. 
were higher than in any other year during the past five years, and show an 
increase of 12°7 per cent. over those of 1910-11. The receipts in Calcutta 
were mainly from the United Kingdom, Spain, Salif, Aden, Part ‘Said, 

_ Germany, Bombay, Massowah and Tunis were tlie next largest exporters in 
the order named. ‘Tunis salt came into the Caleutta port after a number of 
years. No salt was imported by sea from Madras during the year, but it is 
understood that there is every probability of an early importation of salt from 
that Presidency. 

Thore was.a great increase in the importations into the port of Chitta- 
tea the receipts being 113°1 per cent. in excess of the previous year. 

den supplied the largest quantity, and the large inerease from this 
source was due to tho reopening by a Bombay firm of their business 
at Chittagong, which they had proviously closed \pending. the» erection 
of their salt factory at Aden. Other foreign countries—ihe United, 
Kingdom, Spain and Germany—also exported salt to Chittagong in increased 
quantities, which is explained by the fact that more tonnage was avail- 
able for the carriage of salt during 1911-12 than in the previous year. There 
was yery little salt in the Government warehouses at Chittagong in the 
third quarter of the year, due to high freights and to difficulty in chartering 
steamers to bring salt to the port.

a lange extent, and the importers are offering great inducements to merchants 
taking their salt in this way.

PREVIOUS to the year 1902-03 the India General Navigation and’ Railway 
Company and the Rivers Steam Navigation Company combined at their own 
expense to improve the channels of the Ganges where necessary in the dry 
season between Buxar and Damukdia. In the years 1902-03 to 1904-05 
Government undertook on a representation made by the Managing Agents, 
India General Navigation and Railway Company and Rivers Steam 
Navigation Company backed by the strong recommendation of Mr. 0. G, 
Lees, Superintending Engineer, to carry on the conservancy of the Ganges 
and in these three years a sum of about one lakh of rupees irrespective of 
supervision charges was spent in “bandel” works for the improvement 
of. certain channels during the dry season. The results of the work under- 
taken by Government was described by Mr. Arnott, now Officiating Chief 
Engineer, Bihar and Orissa, in May 1905 in the following word: 

“xcept for a few days at Rampore Boalia, when the channel was 
changing throughout the whole season, u uniform average depth of 5 feet 
over all shoals has been maintained. If more work is done in the way of 
closing up ali minor loops that dissipate some of the water, but are not 
sufficiently big to affect the main channel, it will be possible, 1 cdnsider, to 
increase this depth to 6 feet. This, un the other hand, will increase the 
cost of the operations by about 25 per cent. and it does not seem’ justifiable. 
The India General Navigation and Railway Company restricted their 
Steamer draught to 4 feet 6 inches this year and of course would like to 
load to. feet 6 inches.” 

2. In June 1909, Sir Hdward Bakér, then Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
gave orders tliat the conservancy of the Ganges should be again taken up in 
order to maintain a depth of 5 feet over shouls, and that ‘the necessary 
provision should be made in ‘the budget estimate of the year 1910-11. A

122,904, 
The Ganges is primarily a-service of single-handed despatch steamers ; 
but, notwithstanding the extra flat towages -of 1911, arrivals to time were 
greater pro rata than in 1910.

Sailings from Digha—Patna, were 25 steamers with 7 flats, against 30 
steamers with 10 flats in 1911. Maundage landed in Goalundo totalled 166,000 
compared with 195,000 maunds in January 1911. Thus whilst the tonnage 
engaged was less by some 60,000 maunds, actual freight carried dropped 
29,000 maunds only—a striking example of what can be done with a 
systematised training of channels. 

Despite the heavy fogs which prevailed during this month the majority 
of steamers ran to time, three only having exceeded to any extent the 
schedule.

Character of the season.—In Marchi the rainfall was generally 
above the average throughout the province. Towards the énd of April the © 
fall was much in excess in Hastern Bengal districts, although not much 
above the normal in the districts round Calcutta. Sowings were generally 
normal in most districts. In May and June the rainfall was approximately 
normal with a tendency to defect. In July the rainfall was below ‘if 











normal in the Burdwan, Dacea and Chittagong Divisions and it was 
excess in the rest of the province, In August the rainfall continu 
defective in all the districts of the province except in Midnapore, Dinajpur, 
Darjeeling, Rangpur, Bogra and Tippera, where the fall was in excess of 
the normal. Excessive rain in the early part of the season and insufficient 
tain subsequently for a time retarded growth of the crops. Some damage 
Was done by exeessive rain and floods on low land in July in places of 

‘ajshahi, Dacea and Presidency Divisions. Injury by insect-pests is ulso 
teported from Jessore, Khulna and the Chittagong Hill Tracts. The 

. outturn has consequently been affected in most districts. 
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According to the estimates of the District’ Officers the outturn or a 
different bhadoi crops for the province as a whole works out to 87 pe: 
cent. of the normal against the same outturn last year and that of rie 
cna rice only to 88 against 89 anne cent. last year.

Character of the season.—In the preliminary forecast a review was. 
given of weather conditions up till the end of June. It was pointed out 
that conditions were generally favourable except for the fact that in Eastern 
Bengal the crop suffered to some extent from heavy rain in the latter part of 
April. In July the rainfall in the Western and Northern Bengal districts 
was generally above normal; but in the Eastern Bengal districts there was 
a tendency to defect. In August, except in a few districts, the tendency 
for the rainfall was to be under normal. The result of this was that there 
were no river floods such as occurred last year. Rivers were late in rising, 
and consequently the harvest was later this year than last. The crop 
throughout the province has been a good one; but weather conditions have 
been more favourable in what are known as the deshi districts ‘than in 
Eastern Bengal. Sufficient water appears to have been available for 
steeping. 

Acreage.—The final figures for acreage show an increase in Bengal of 
202.250 acres. Bihar returns an increase of 40,222 acres, and Assam an 
increase of 4,922. The grand total of increase for the three provinces is, 
therefore, 247,394 acres and the percentage of increase 7-9 per cent, 

Outturn.—The final total outturn for Bengal only works out to 
8,502,135 bales. Bihar returns an increase of 87,412 bales and Assam a 
decrease of 12,930 bales. 

The percentage of outturn for nearly every district is in excess of that of 
last year. This is particularly so in the case of the deshi districts, where 
the crop this year is generally regarded as being exceptionally good. It is 
goeribie. however, as things have turned out, that the crop in Eastern 

ngal has been underestimated. The underestimate will probably be found 

in the percentage of outturn. The question was debated at the conference of 
District Officers which was held at Dacca on the 14th instant and at which 
the Fibre Expert was also present. Both the District Officers and the Fibre 
Expert were of opinion that the percentage of outturn given wus ample. 
From the figure, however, furnished by the Chamber of Commerce for last 
yeur’s exports from Calcutta and Chittagong and the quantity purchased 
by mills from the crop of the season, it is clear that either the figure for 
the total acreage of the province has been underestimated, or else 3 bales 
per acre cannot be regarded as a correct normal outturn, Steps have alread 
been taken to have the district acreage figures tested by means of punchayats, 
and I intend to have the punchayati figures thoroughly verified before the 
preparation of the next preliminary forecast. We shall then be in a 
position to say what the correct normal figure for outturn per acre ought 
to be. From’ the inforthation which I have so far been uble to collect, 
it appears that the so-called normal figure of 3 bales per acre is under 
the murk for the leading jute districts, and it is here that the chief error 
made in the past will be discovered. ‘The figures which have been 
iven for the outturn of the deshi districts and the districts of the Rajshali 
ivision are probably approximately correct ; but the percentage of outturn 
for the districts of astern Bengal is probably an under-estimate.

‘The increase in consumption was 53 maunds, almost entirely in Eastern 
and Northern Bengal, and is attributed to agricultural prosperity in these 
areas. A proposal is under consideration to increase the duty while lowering 
the license fees so as to obviate the temptation to cut prices and recoup the 
license fees by means of increased sales. 

8, In the case of pachwa%, the ineredse in vend fees was most marked 
im the Burdwan Division, where there was a fall in the consumption of 
country liquor. The rise is said to be due to the fall in the price of rice. 

9. The statistics of conviction for drunkenness are af little use in 
estimating the extent of the drink habit because the number of prosecutions 
depends entirely upon local circumstances, :but the report gives’ no reason 
to suppose that the habit of drinking is extending. Some rise in the 
consumption of stimulants may be expected as the standard of. living 
rises and an increased income from excise is perfectly legitimate if it is 
obtained by increasing the cost of the stimulant to the consumer. But 
caution is necessary lest in the attempt to control the consumption of one 
form of stimulant a taste is created for a cheaper and possibly more harmful 
kind. The rise in the demand for various forms of cocaine supplies a 
warning that cannot be neglected, and is perhaps the most noticeable feature 


_ in the field of excise in the last few years. The possession of this drug by 


private individuals except on a bond fide medical prescription is absolutely 
forbidden ; its import by means of the post is prohibited and its import 
by other means is very closely controlled and its sale by chemists and 
druggists is very strictly limited. Nevertheless the profits of illicit sale are 
so great that it is very extensively smuggled into the Province chiefly by 
«persons employed on ships entering the port of Calcutta. ‘In the year under 
review the nuniber of convictions for illicit possession has risen from 290 to 
604, and in Caleutta alone 310} ounces of the drug were seized. The drug 
is so valuable in proportion to its bulk and is so easily smuggled that the 
amount, passed in undetected must be very large, and unfortunately in the 
past the punishment awarded to convicted offenders has not been sufliciently 
deterrent. The evil effects of the cocaine habit are so pronounced that its 
‘smuggling is perhaps the most serious of all excise offences, and the \extent 
of its prevalence necessarily influences the excise policy of Government.

In Bankura and Burdwan the 
increase was greatest from packwat license fees, due to better competition 
at the settlements, which was the result of the good business which, with 
good agricultural conditions, prevailed during the year. In Chittagong the 
Increase was fairly well distributed under all heads, gana showing the 
largest increase. In Faridpur, too, ganja fees brought in the largest increase. 
The increase in ganja fees in these two districts was due to the larger sales 
of the drug in 111-13 as a result of the better agricultural conditions 
prevailing during the year.

The contract supply 
system was in force in the Burdwan, Presidency 
and Rajshahi Divisions, the central or sadar distillery system in the Dacca 
Division, while the outstill system continued in the Chittagong Division. 
16. The total ponetiatne of ma and distillery spirits was 796,784 
r gallons L.-P. as compared with 776,542 gallons 
dist ine, om’ 4 L.-P. in 1910-11, an increase of 20,242 pales 
L.-P. The Presidency, Rajshahi and Dacca 
ivisions contributed an increase of 26,829 gallons, while in the Burdwan 
Division there was a decrease of 6,871 gallons. The fluctuation in the con- 
sumption in the Presidency Division was nominal in all districts and the 
inerease, was almost entirely in Calcutta, where the consumption was 10,421 
llons in excess.of that of the previous year. This increase in Caleutta was 
far below that of each of the two previous years ; and when it is temembered 
that there was a large influx of people into thé city at the time of His Majesty 
the King-Emperor's visit, it cannot be regarded as other than the normal 
inerease which follows the progressive rise in the population. The displace- 
ment’ of cheap foréign spirits by country spirit, to which reference was made in * 
last year’s report, is also accountable to some extent for the increase. 

In the Rajshahi Division there was an increase in all districts except 
Jalpaiguri and Pabna. This was a result chiefly of the general prosperity 
that prevailed. Agricultural conditions were very favourable and the price 
of food-grains remained at a low levél throughout the year. Jalpaiguri 
would have shaved in the general increase in the division but for the 
smuggling of liquor aéross the border from Bhutan. When the contract 
supply system was first introduced into the Rajshahi Division (excluding 
Darjeeling) in 1908-09 it was estimated that the total annual, consumption 
would amount to 150,000 L.-P. gallons. This figure has not yet been reached, 
and only 183,889 gallons were consumed in the area during the year 1911-12. 
There was a small increase, but there would have been a greater rise in licit 
consumption had not inflated license fees lod to the undue enhancement of 
retail prices. The settlements of the present year have been made on more 
reasonablé lines, and with other conditions favourable a greater rise. in the 
consumption during the current year is not unlikely. Of the total increase 
of 12,158 in the whole division, the Darjecling distriet alone accounts, for 
7,025 gallons. “Apart from the general prosperity of ‘the distri:

The 
increase In Dacea occurred mainly in the town of Dacea itself, and is 
undoubtedly due to the increase in the oie of that place. The figures 
of consumption have increased gradually ever since 1905, when Dacca was 
raised to the position of capital of the province of Hastern Bengal and 
Assam. 
The falling off in the Burdwan Division occurred in the districts of 
Burdwan, Bankura and Midnapore, In the other districts the fluctuations 
were small. The decrease in Burdwan (3,182 gallons) was mainly in the 
Asansol subdivision, and was due to depression in the coal trade. In 
Bankura illicit dealings in pachwat and country spirit, which cannot be 
effectively dealt with by the existing staff, and the larger consumption of 
packwat were, the principal reasons for the decrease. th Midnapore there 
was a partial failure of the rice crop and consequent dullness in the export 
trade in rice, the trade on which the material condition of the people of the 
district largely depends. But the main cause of the falling off in consumption 
was a combination among vendors to sell at the fixed maximum prices, In 
the previous two years there was great rivalry between them, and they 
attempted to ruin one another by cutting prices very low. The losses they 
sustained resulted in a general combine last year.

Mahua is the base used for the liquor supplied 
to the Rajshahi Division, In the Russa distillery, Jessore molasses" were 
mostly used, but the supply was limited and the price was liable to much 
fluctuation! A cheaper molasses from Madras was tried, but the spirit outturn 
did not find favour with the consumers. An experiment is now being made 
by using cane gur from Bihar mixed with Jessore molasses. In the Dacca 
distillery the bases employed were cane, date and chita gur; in the Faridpur 
distillery, cane and date gur; and in the Barisal distillery, date and chea 
ger. The average outturn in the Dacca, Faridpur and Bakarganj distilleries 
was good, but the wholesale price charged by the still-holders continued to 
be high. The quality of the liquor showed some improvement, and the 
analysis of samples showed that copper contamination was somewhat less. 

Several improvements to: the Russa Distillery, commenced during the 
preceding year, were brought to completion during 1911-12. The more 
important improvements were— i 


(1) The substitution of 16 large stills with a capacity of 1,000 gallons 
each in place of 31 small stills of varying capacities, 


















(2) The setting up of new receiving and storage vats. 


(3) The transfer of spirit from the receiving vats through pipes into 
the storage vats.

These changes have effected a great improvement in the ieee of the 
distillery, but further improyements are necessary before the distillery can 
be said to be on a really satisfactory footing.

The 
withdrawal of the privilege has been met with opposition, principally 
in the 24~Parganas and-Nadia, where the number of such licenses was large 
and the aboriginal population showed reluctance to take any license for the 
retail sale of pachwat. Eleven new licenses in Nadia and 9 in the 
24-Parganas were sanctioned to meet the demand, but it was. with difficulty 
that these ‘licenses could be settled. In Jessore and Khulna, where the 
number of home-brewing licenses had always been small, no new licenses were 
given. Jt is reported from Jessore that the aboriginal classes who were 
formerly iddioted to pachwat have now had recourse to country liquor of a 
weak strength. ‘The aboriginal classes still hope for a reversion to the old 
system of Home manufacture, and it will be some time before the regular 
shop system of vend of packwad can be successfully worked in these districts.

The revenue from licenses for the retail vend of pachwad increased from 
Re.

49. One thousand four hundred and thirty-four licenses were issued for 
the retail sale of ganja during the year as, com- 
pared with 1.453 in 1910-11. The license-foos 
realized amounted to Rs. 14,52,312 against Rs. 13,27,286 in the previous year, 
the increase being Rs. 1,25,026. The largest increase (Rs. 53,822) was in 
Calcutta. Rangpur followed with Rs. 13,866, Dinajpur with Rs. 13,283, 
Jessore Re, 12,720, and Hooghly Rs. 7,505, the result of keen compotition at 
the sales, in part owing to the introduction of new vendors. 

50. The whole of the ganja consumed in the Presidency or exported to 

‘ foreign countries was obtained from Naugaon, in 
Constantia 138 garige: the Rajshahi district. There was a net inorcase 
of 53 maunds in the quantity of ganja consumed within the Presidency, the . 
figures being 3,117 maunds against 3,064 maunds in 1910-11. The increase 
of 29 maunds 9 seers in Mymensingh, 9 maunds 23 seers in Faridpur, 
19 maunds 35 seers in Dinajpur, 13 maunds 14 seers in Rangpur, and 
18 maunds 27 seers in Malda is generally ascribed to agricultural prosperity 
and tothe cheapening of the retail price in some places through rivalry 
between contending abkars. In Malda the increase is also attributable to 
the export of a quantity of ganja to Nepal. In the 24-Parganas a decrease of 
16 maunds 21 seers in consumption is explained by the closure of a few mills 
in the district. In Dacca the large falling off of 54 maunds 8 seers was due 
to the high retail prices which the vendors combined to charge, especially: in 
the shops in Dacea town. In Chittagong tho vendors combined and came to 
an understanding amongst themselves.not to sell ganja below a certain price 
which was considerably in excoss of that previously demanded. 

The wholesale prices charged by the goladars fluctuated as, usual, the 
rates varying from Re, 1-8 to Rs. 5 per seer in the Burdwan Division, Rs. 2 to 
Rs. 6 in tue Pecnidensy and Dacea Divisions, Rs. 3 to Rs. 6 in the Chittagong 
Division, and Re.:1-8 to Rs. 4-8 in the Rajshahi Division. 

51. The total receipts amounted to Rs. 29,30.079 against Rs. 27,51,360 

in 1910-11, the net increase being Rs. 1,738,719.

As noticed in paragraph 65 of the Bengal Report for 1910-11, restrictions 
on the import of opium and its preparations came into force from the Ist June 
1911. Asa very large number of opititn preparations are used for medicinal 
purposes, considerable difficulty was experienced at the outset in giving effect 
to these orders, and it was not until the Ist January 1912 that adequate 
control over the import of these preparations was obtained. Permits were 
issued by this -office only to respectable chemists, druggists amd othér 
importers of medicines alter due enquiry in each case had been made by the 
Collector of Calcutta. Permits to import these preparations were given rather 
freely to chemists and druggists, as no list of preparations containing opium 
in a negligible quantity or in such condition that they could not be used for 
Padhea | purposes has been prescribed, and the ordinary business of many 
firms would have been seriously interfered with, A list of preparations to 
be exempted from the restrictions regarding importations has recently been 
prescribed by the Government, of India, and the restrictions regarding 
permission to import will now be rigorously applied, permission being given 
only to large firms of chemists and druggists and importers of medicines 
from whom the small dealers can purchase their requirements.

75. During the year coca leaves, all alkaloids of coca and all drugs, 
preparations’ or admixtures. thereof haying a like 
General physiological effect to that of cocaine, came within 
the purview of the Bengal Excise law, and the rules relating to the sale and 
limit of possession of these drugs underwent revision. The principal feature 
of the new rules is that possession by private persons, except under the 
dond fide prescription of a duly qualified medical practitioner, of any of these 
drugs is absolutely forbidden. Maximum limits of possession under such 
preseriptions have also been prescribed. The limits of possession by medical 
practitioners, chemists and druggists were revised, and ordinarily the 
maximum quantity which may now be sold by one chemist to another will 
be 1 ounce or by a chemist to a dentist $ ounce. Similar limitations and rules 
were also framed for the Dacea, Chittagong and Rajshahi Divisions, and these 
came into force in these divisions with effect from the Ist April 1912.

‘The Customs officers made important Seizures, in which 264 ounces of the 
drug were confiscated. An enormous demand for the drug as an intoxicant 
exists and its illicit price is so high that smnggling operations continue to 
be remarkably profitable. The Customs and Excise officers in Calcutta have 
eon very vigilant, and the year’s operations against the illicit dealers haye 
heen eminently satisfactory. ‘The increase in the traffic in Calcutta, and the 
activity of the Preventive officers, is evidenced by tho following figures which 
give the number of convictions during the past four years :—

The Collector of Caleutta writes as follows :— 


“With the exception of the very few cases in which the accused were 
detected while smuggling the drag into the town from the vessels in port, 
nearly all the cases were against the retail sellers with whom only small 
quantities Were found. Two of the accused in the Customs officers’ cases 
were Austrians who were members of the crew of a vessel lying off the 
jetty. The remaining accused were Indians and Chinamen, all members 
of ships’ crews. It would have been more satisfactory if the Excise and 
the Police officers had been able to attack the dens of the illicit wholesale 
traders who form the link between the smugglers and the retail sellers by 
procuring the drug from the ships and supplying them to the retailers.” 

* . . . 


“It is to be régretted that Huropeans have come forward to participate 
in the illicit traffic and are lending their ingenuity in furtherance of the 
trade. The.crews of ships, both Huropean and Indian, still form the chief 
smugglers, but instances are not wanting in which the drug is smuggled 
as postal packets containing books. In one case recently detected at. the 
Custom House the drug was imported in tins containing sugar of mill. 
The cocaine was contained in a paper ket ingeniously concealed at the 
bottom of exch tin which was then filled up with sugar of mill. The most 
recent seizure is a very large one of 480 ounces, in which the cocaine was 
contained in 1-lb, tins securely fastened and labelled “ Fine Cornflour, 

The Collector of Burdwan reports that the cocaine habit is spreading to 
4 considerable extent in the towns of Burdwan, Raniganj and Asansol. 
Reports have also come from Hooghly and Midnapore of cocaine being used as 
an intoxicant in the towns of Serampore and Khargpur. In Eastern Bengal, 
Dacea is the only town where cases of illicit dealings in cocaine have been 
detected, and it is believed that other places are as yet immune.

3. The Raymond Research Laboratory continued to do excellent work, 
especially with reference to the diagnosis of infectious diseases and the 
examination of pathological and other specimens. Three hundred and twenty- 

aytopsies were made, and eight samples of bone-meal were bacteriologically 
examined on behalf of the New Zealand Government. A quantity of normal 
sterile horse serum was preparedqand=supplied to various leading medical 
men of Calcutta. Two veterinary graduates from Bengal and two from 
Eastern Bengal and Assam attended, the, post-graduate course of training. 
The Governor in Council notices with great satisfaction that this institution , 
has not only done important research work within the Province, but has 
also assisted in the supply of valuable specimens to scientists abroad. 

4. The report of the Civil Veterinary Department shows that there 
was a considerable decrease in. mortality: from the: principal contagious 
diseases. , The number of deaths amongst bovines declined from 12,000 in 
the previous year to 8,522. It is: gratifying to note that dnthrax, black 
quarter, hemorrhagic septicemia and rinderpest were less fatal than in 
the previous year. It is impossible to overestimate the value of preventive 
inoculation in dealing with all these diseases, and the figures show that out 
of 18,241 bovines inoculated against rinderpest, only 73,-or"4 per cent., died. 
One thousand seven hundred and fourteen deaths are reported under the head 
of hemorrhagic septicemia, but no deaths occurred aniong the 2.838 animals 
inoculated against this disease which causes heavy loss to cultivators through- 
out the Province. Hie Excellency in Council considers that the education of 
the raiyat to a proper understanding of the value. of inoculation is a matter 
of prime importance, and he would impress on the officers of the Depart- 
ment the desirability of utilizing e opportunity for explanation and 
denionstration of the benefits of this operation’ when totting in'the mfassal.”

Te htieal Crime.—The beginning of the year in Bengal was marred b: 
the assassination of Head Constable Srish Chandra Chakravarti on the Sst 
February, followed only 10 days later by the attempted bomb outrage at 
Writers’ Buildings. It is a matter of great satisfaction to His Excellency in 
Couneil tbe able to note that since then’ there has been’ no. serious political: 
erime in the Presidency and Burdwan Divisions. On the other hand the pre- 
valence of political offences in East Bengal districts is'to be greatly deplored. 
There were no less than four cases of assassination, two of the victims being 
‘Police officers op erp Specially active and loyal assistance to Goy- 
ernjnent, iy its efforts to suppress this form of crime; while in the remaini 
penta, tl aa men, ihuaie & ide and his brother who had render: 
service in the prosecution of a political case and another man who had given 
information to the Police, were murdered in a most brutal manner. The 
inerease in the number of dacoities in which members of the respectable 
classes wore concerned was another most disquieting feature of the year, and 
the Governor in Council regrets to observe that crime of this nature still 
continues to be committed in the Dacca Division, The measures to be 
taken to deal with these dacoities received the special attention of the 
Eastern Bengal and Assam Government, and are still engaging the anxious 
consideration of His Excellency in Council. Some allusion to the more 
important steps which have been and are being taken in this direction 
has been made in paragraphs 2 and 3 of this Resolution. 

8. Professional Crime.—Useful work was done during the year by the 
Criminal Investigation Department in both Provineas, and the Inspector- 
General quotes several interesting cases in which the efforts of the Depart- 
ment were successful. ‘The progress made towards the development of the 
Finger Print, Photographic and Criminal Intelligence Bureau is satisfactory, 
and Superintendents of Police should recognize that the officers of these 
departments can render them valuable assistance. . 

9. Ordinary Crinme.—The Presidency of Bengal as now constituted con- 
tains the five most criminal Divisions of the two old Provinces of Bengal and 
Eastern Bengal and Assam. During the year under report there was a 

neral decrease under the more serious heads in the Presidency and Burdwan 
ivisions as_a whole; bat there was a regrettable rise in the number of 
cases of rioting and unlawful assembly in the Presidency Division, while the 
large number of daccities occurring in the 24-Parganas district is serious. His 


Excelleney in Council is glad to learn that crime in this district is receiving | 


special attention. There was a slight increase of minor offences in these two 
ivisions. In Eastern Bengal and Assam there was a substantial rise in the 
numbers of reported cognizable crime, but Mr. Hughes-Buller holds that 
this is not due to any increase in the criminality of the population but to the 
inerease of supervision by Gazetted officers. ‘This is doubtless largely the 
case, and, as Mr. Hughes-Buller points out, the increase is most noticeable 
in districts where the Gazetted staff has been doubled or trebled during 
the year. The general question of the growth of Sogn crime was fully 
dealt with in paragraph 8 of the Resolution on the Police Report for 1910 
issued by the Bengal Government last year, and it is unnecossary to add 
to the remarks there made. ie 
Tn regard to crime under particular heads, the large number of dacoities 
and the results obtained require serious notice. Allusion has already 
been mate to the measures whiol are in hand to check this form. of rime.

In May the fall was slightly defective. The season for the preparation of 
seed-beds and for ploaghing was generally favourable. In June the rainfall 
was approximately normal with a tendency to defect. The rainfall in July 
was slightly below the normal in the Burdwan, Dacea and Chittagong 
Divisions, and was in excess in the rest of the province, but it was on the 
whole favourable for the transplantation which generally commenced in 
normal time, although the work was retarded subsequently for a time in 
parts of the Chittagong Division owing to insuiticient rainfall, The rainfall 
during August and September, though below the normal, was not so 
unfavourable to the crop as might have been expected, although a little more 
rain would have benefited the growth of the crop greatly. But for some 
damage caused to the crop in parts of Rajshahi, Bogra and Dacea, the season 
has been on the whole favourable and conspicuous by the absence of any 
great damage such as is frequently caused by floods in July and August. 

Acreage.—According to the figures furnished by the District Officers 
the area sown this year is 15,028,000 acres against 14,963,900 acres last 
year, ora small increase of 64,100 acres. The normal area under the crop 
is returned as 16,071,700 acres. 

Outturn.—From the summary of the district returns appended, it will 
be seen that five districts report more than a normal crop, viz., Khulna and 
Malda, each (125 per cent.). Noakhali (110 per cent.) and Midnapore (106 per 
cent.). Fifteen districts report a crop between 90 and 100 per cent., six 
districts between 83 and 88 per cent. and only one district, namely, Rajshahi, 
reports a crop as low as 75 per cent., heing chiefly due to the damage done 
by floods. According to the District Officers’ estimates the provincial 
outturn works out to 97 per cent. of the normal against 101 per cent. last 
year,

The task of keeping the water pure cannot 
unfortunately, save ina few more enlightened villages, be left to the good 
sense of the villagers’ themselves, and until the villagers have through eustom 
or education attained a recognition of the necessity for respecting their 
sources of drinking water it will in. most cases be necessary to adopt some 
means_of actively guarding the tank, in most. cases probably by the agency of 

_ the village chaukidar. Where Union Committees have been established under 

pe Local Self-Government Act it may be expected that the gentlemen 

‘forming these Committees will be sufficiently interested and enlightened 

to supervise this, and His Excellency in Council would be glad to see 

the ‘system of Union Committees extended wherever the elements 
mecessary to their success are present. Though the cost of continuous® 
maintenance, even if a special guard is appointed, will in each village be 

small, it will in the aggregate form a very considerable burden on the 

resources of the District Boards, and if it is left to them to provide the 

money not only will the progress be very slow, but the District Board will be 

unable to finance the Union Committees for the purposes of sanitation, ete., 

and the extension of the Union Committee system must be seriously checked. 

Section 118C. of the Local Self-Government Act as amended by Act V of 

1908 empowers the Union Committee under certain conditions to levy a

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The Conference referred to has made many. other useful suggestions . 
which are well worthy of consideration, and if necessary His, el 
hopes ih due course to convene a larger conference to advise him ‘further on 
the question. ‘The most important of these suggestions are that any further 
increase in the resources of District Boards should to some extent ‘be 
earmarked for expenditure on water-supply, and that even now each District 
Board should budget for a dcfinite proportion of its income to be spent on 
this object, the money to be adininistered by a special Committes, preferably. 

»in'each Local Board ; and that District Boards should be empowered on the — 
analogy of the provisions ‘in the Municipal Act, to require owners ‘of unhealthy 
tanks to clean or fil them up, and in dofault that the District Board should 
do the work and retain possession of the tank until the cost is refunded, 
Tt was also urged that in many districts the cost of excavation and mainten- 
ance of tanks could be met by the sale of fish, and that it would be 

rofitable for District Boards or even private individuals to take loans from 

Bovitiment for this purpose. The opinion was further expressed that it 
might be desirable to empower Union Committees or other Committees in 
charge of village water-supplies or the village panchayat to impose and collect 
small fines up to a maximum of Re. 1 for offences leading to the contamip- 
ation of these supplies. 

The importance of the subject is admitted and His Excellency knows 
that it is fully recognised by all officers responsible for district administration. 
Spasmodic efforts are of little avail and real progress can only be made 
by continuous and sustained endeavour. The first essential to any system- 
atic plan of campaign must be knowledge of existing facts, and it is to be 
feared that the registers of water-supply prescribed in 1896 are now of 
little use: It is not’ considered necessary that there should be a scientific 
water survey whieh’ would be very costly and might take 10 years to 
complete ; but the broad facts as. regards wach village must be definitely 

* ascertained and recorded, and His Excellency in Council is of opinion that 
such a record can only be made effective if it is linked to maps and’ village 
lists as proposed in the instructions issued by'the late Government of Eastern 

* Bengal and Assam. Separate orders will be issued regarding the preparation 
and maintenance of these: records, but in order to ensure that the records 
shall be brought up to-date at once Government is prepared to bear the cost 
of the appointment, where necessary, for one year, of a Sub-Overseer in each 
subdivision of the Province to visit every village and report on the real 
condition of the wwater-supply. There is no reason why all action should be 

nded till these reports are completed ; each District Board and each 
Union Committee should at once begin to work on the lines proposed ‘above ¢ 
to increase the number of tanks at the disposal of the public for drinking-water 
and to presetve their purity, and His Excellency hopes that all concerned, 
‘officials and non-officials, zamindars and raiyats, will ¢o-opérate even at 
personal sacrifice to remove the reproach which rests upon the Presidency. 

His Excallency fully realises that the measures now proposed are only the 
first step towards solving the problem, and that a long time may élapse 
and very large expenditure may be necessary before a complete solution is 
reached. Neverthles’, these measures are essential preliminaries to any 
further advance, and if successful will in themselves give considerable relief, 
and it is hoped that when they have been carried as far as is practicable some 
means may be found to enable tho District Boards to complete the task.

7. Repairs—During the year under review no important repair work to 
the engines has been necessary. All petty repairs were done by the Fire- 
Brigade staff. ri 
* "8, ‘Two turn-outs, consisting ef two motorengines, three steam fire- 
engines, three hose-carts, three pair horse-brakes, one water-tower and fire- 
escape, with 24 horses and all necessary appliances are always kept in 
readiness at head-quarters in case of a call. 

9, Prosecutions.—Four licenses were granted under section 36, Act 1 of 
1893, to let off fire-works, rockets, ete, one person was convicted and fined 
for letting off fire-works under Act IV of 1884. 

10. Water-supply.—The water used by the Brigade is obtained from the 
street mains within the jurisdiction of the Caleuita Corporation. The 
pressure maintained in these mains is inadequate for fire-fighting purposes, 
and the foreign substances in the water create difficulties as the Fire-Brigade 
pumps frequently get choked up when working forany length of time; 
it is, however, hoped that improvements will shortly be made, At Howrah, 
Cossipore-Chitpur, Garden Reach, and Maniktala where there is no unfilered 
water laid on, water has to be obtained from tanks and in some cases from 
the canal or river Hooghly direct ; in these latter areas the work of the Fire- 
Brigade is seriously hampered. 

1. Velephones—At the head-quarters, Lall Bazar, there is a telephone 
exchange with 63 connections (and space for 37 more) to all Police, fire- 
stations, pumping-stations, Central Telegraph Office, Central Telephone 
Exchange, and also to the Port Commissioners’ fire-float and Kast Indian 
Railway goods-sheds. 

The East Indian Railway goods-sheds are in direct telephonic com- 
munication with Howrah fire-station and also have a fire alarm (the only 
one in Culcuttu) at the fire-station. Besides the telephone for reporting fires, 


» there are look-outs at all the fire-stations where steam or manual engines 


are kept. 

At head-quarters and Howrah, tell-tale clocks continued to be used on the 
look-out towers as a check. 

12. Fatalities During the year, six fatalities occurred at fires;—(1) At 
108, China Bazar Street, a fire broke out ina four-storied building which was 
stocked with merchandise and celluloid. Many people were in the building, 
but owing to the delay in calling the Fire-Brigade and the difficulty in ascer- 
taining the whereabouts of all the persons, five lives were lost. On the 2th 
January, the dead body of a boy, aged about 10 years, named Kudia was found 
amongst the jute after the fire was extinguished. It was not known that any 
persons were in the building, and there is no doubt that the boy was suifo- 
cated before the Brigude was called. 

13. Attention must be called to the very unsatisfactory buildings at Lall 
Bazar which the Brigade now oceupy, also to the non-existence of suitable 
method for calling the Fire-Brigade in case of fire. In numerous cases, 
serious delay has occurred,

Frequent inspectons of all premises licensed under the Licensed Ware- 
house and Fire-Brigade Act have been carried out. This Department is con- 
siderably under-staffed, and it is hoped that it will be considerably streng-

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MONTHLY WEATHER AND GROP REPORT OF BENGAL 
FOR OCTOBER 1912. 


I. Character of the sedson—During the month under review the 
rainfa)l was above the average everywhere throughout the province except 
in the districts of the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Murshidabad, Burdwan, Birbhum, 
Rajshahi and Malda, where it was a little below the normal. A statement 
showing the rainfall in the several districts of the province is appended. 


Il. Progress of agricultural operations —The harvesting of bhadoi 
crops was completed and the preparation of land for r7bi crops was 
continued, The oatturn is reported to be good. ! 


IL. State oy’ standing crops—~The condition of stauding crops was 
nerally fair; but more rain was wanted in the Presidency, Burdwan and 
jshahi Divisions and in Noakhali for the growth of winter rice, 


IV. Prospects and probable outturn of crops—The outturn of the 
bhadoi harvest has been fairly good in most districts. The prospects of the 
winter rice crop were generally good. 


V. Damage to crops —Some slight damage to-winter rice by caterpillars 
und “ufra” disease was reported from Noakhali towards the end of the 
month, and the violent cyclonic storm which occurred at the end of the 
month levelled the crops in some fields with the ground. The total amount 
of damage done was, however, inconsiderable. 


VI. Condition of agricultural’ stock—The condition of agricultural 
stock was on the whole good. Cattle-lisease was, however, reported to be 
revalent in parts of the districts’ of the 24-Parganas, Jessore, Khulna, 
ooghly, Rajshahi, Dinajpur, Malda, Tippera and the Chittagong Hill 
Tracts. rf 


VIL. Failure of pasturage and fodder—The supply of fodder was 
sufficient throughout the province exeept in parts of Tippera, where scareity 
of fodder was reported during the first week of the month. 


VILL. Prices of food-grains.—During the second fortnight of the month 
under review the price of common rice rose in seven districts, fell in five 
and remained stationary in the rest. It varied from 7 seers a rupee in the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts to 104 seers in Bankura. 


IX. Condition of agricultural people—The condition of the agricul- 
tural population continued to be satisfactory.

8, The present system, under whi the previous sanction of the 
Government of India is required to making or altering the rules for the 
recruitment of the provincial civil services, was introduced in 1892, as the 
result of the Report of the Public Service Commission. The Governor- 
General in Council has now decided to accept in substance the recommenda- 
tion of the Decentralisation Commission, and is pleased accordingly to invest 
local Governments with the power to make rules for the recruitment of the 
provineial civil services without the previous sanction of the Government of 
Indian, but subject to their general control. The general conditions which 
should govern such recruitment have been already fully considered™ in 
connection with the inquiries made by the Public Service Commission, and 
the Governor-General in Council, upon 2 further consideration of the subject, 
sees no. n to modify the conclusions then arrived at. It will, however,

RESOLUTION. 


THE Governor-General in Council has had under consideration the 
recommendation made by the Royal Commission on Decentralisution at the 
end of paragraph 128 of their Report on the subject of framing rules for the 
recrtitment of provincial services. The majority of the Commission consider 
it unnecessary that rales for the recruitment of these services should. as is 
now the case, require the sanction of the Government of India, and they 
express the opinion that the functions of that Government should be limited 
to laying down a few general principles as to eligibility for appointment, &c., 
on which detailed provincial rales would be based. 

2. In the present Resolution the Governor-General in Council proposes 
to deal only with the provincial civil services (executive and judicial). The 
cage of other provincial services will be separately cousidered. 

3. The present system, under which the previous sanction of the 
ment of India is required to making or altering the rules for the 

cruitment of the provincial civil services, was introduced in 1892, as the 
result of the Report of the Public Service Commission. The Governor-General 
in Council has now decided to accept in substance the recommendation of the 
Decentralisation Commission, and is pleased accordingly to invest local 
Governments with the power to make rules for the recruitment of the 
provincial civil services without the previous sanction of the Government of 
India, but subject to their general control. The general conditions which 
should” govern such recruitment have been already fully considered in 
connection with the inquiries made by the Public Service Commission, and 
the Governor-General in Council, upon a further consideration of the subject, 
sees no reason to modify the conclusions then arrived at.

The Annual Irrigation Reveune Report for the year 1911-12. 





‘Tur Major Irrigation Works in Bengal, as it now stands, are the 
Midnapur and Hijili Tidal Canals. These works are in operation. The 
Minor Works [or navigation are the Calcutta and Eastern Canals, the 
Madaripar Bhil Channel, a portion of the Orissa Ooast Canal, the Nadia Rivers 
and the Gaighatta and Baxi khal, while the work of this class for trrégation 
is the Eden Canal. The Uttarbhag Lock under construction in connection 
with the Magra Hat Drainage Scheme is treated as a minor work for naviga- 
tion. Training works on the rivers Ganges. Dhaleswari and Buriganga 
are also classed under this head. i. 

2. The capital outlay on the major works up to the end of Maych 1912 








amounted to Rs. 1,11,07,203. The works constructed for this outlay comprise 
two weirs, the Midnapur and Panchkuva weirs, and 98°75 miles of main and 
h canals, of which 69°75 miles provide for both irrigation and navigation 
miles for navigation only. There are in addition 2544 miles of distri- 
botaries. During the period under jew no addition was made to the length 
of either the canals or the distributaries. > 

3. The total receipts from the major works amounted to Rs, 2,77,835 
and the working expenses to Rs. 2,95,228, the net result being a deficit of 
Rs. 17,393 against a similar deficit of Rs. 13,322 in the preceding year. This 
deficit. is made up of a net revenue of Rs. 27,417 on the Hijili Tidal Canal 
and a net loss. of Rs. 44,810 on the Midnapur Canal. The deficit in the 
Midnapur Canal, which generally works at a small profit, is entirely due to- 
an increase in the sum allocated to this canal by the Accountant-General 
under a new system of distribution of the establishment charges adopted by 
him. The working of this system is under consideration, The general 
revennes of these canals, which depend considerably upon receipts from 
navigation, haye suffered of late years from railway. competition. 

_ 4. The area irrigated during the year was 80,975 acres as compared 
with 73,940 acres in 1910-11, and an average of 69,401 acres for the trien- 
niwm ending March 1911. The inerease was due to insufficient rainfall— 
specially at the beginning of the irrigation season. ! 

4. The capital outlay on canals’ classed as Minor Works and 
Navigation was Rs. 5,94,789 during the year and Rs. 1,14,90,417 to 
the end of the year, The receipts for the year amounted to Rs. 28,513, and 
the working expenses to Rs. 4,35,635, the net revente being Rs. 192,878.

6. The Galoutta and Eastern Canals area series of navigable: 
channels; mostly natural but partly artificial, by which communication is 
maintained between Calcutta and Eastern Bengal through the Sundarbans. 
The receipts from navigation tolls amounted to Rs. 414,406 as compared 
with Rs. 3,67,620, in the preceding year, The increase is dne to the develop- 
ment of traffic owing to the opening of the Kristopur Canal, about 10 miles 
in length, from Ultadanga to Bamanghatta.

‘The receipts and working 
expenses (direct and indirect) during the ye re_ respectively Rs, 1,283,706 
and Rs. 7,483 as against Rs. 58,192 and Rs. 8,757 in the year 1910-11, The 
increase in receipts is due to the development of traffic and this may be attrib- 
uted to the fact that the route is now approaching completion and is accessi-

8. The work in the Nadia Rivers consists in the training of 
the shallow channels by bandals with the object of scouring shoots. ane 
tnaintaining a sufficient depth of water for boat and steamer traffic. i 
object ix only partially attained.

10. The Eden Canal was originally constructed for sagitary reasons, 
but it is now used to some.extent for irrigation. It was worked during the 
year at a profit of Rs. 3,637. The area irrigated during the year was 24,35) 
acres and was in excess of the previous year's area by 1.238 acres. There 
is a constant demand for irrigation from this ¢anal. The area under ir 
tion cannot, however, be materially increased unless a weir is constructed 
across the Damodar river ; a scheme for a weir and canal is under considera- 
tion. 

ll. The Uttarbhag Lock is being constructed on the Peali river 

to give access to the channels constructed under the Magra Hat Drainage 
Scheme to boats coming from the Sundarbans and eastern rivers. Tt is 
expected that the lock will be completed in the year 1913-14. 
/ 12. Sinee 1906-07, training works have been carried out in the Buriganga 
‘and Dhaleswari rivers to facilitate navigation and to improve tlie water- 
supply of the town of Dacca. The results have been satisfactory and, at 
the end of the winter season of 1911-12, the rivers were open throughout for 
eountry-boat trattie, a result which has not been attained im previous years. 
Training works are also being carried out on the river Ganges between 
Digha and Damukdia to maintain a minimum depth of five feet of water 
over the worst shoals, and at Rampur-Boalia to improve navigation, sanitary 
conditions and the water-supply of that town. At the mouth of the 
Bhagirathi river, at its offtake from the Ganges, dredging operations have 
‘eon conducted since 1903409 to. intiprove sain aty conditions byean increased 
flowin the river. Dredging operations were also condueted during the year 
at the entrance of the Gorai river for the facility of steamer traffic and to 
miprove eauitary conditions: 

13. In June 1906.a Standing Committee was appointed to inspect 
qeriodically the natural and artificial waterways between Oaleutta and 
Kastern Bengal and to suggest measures of improvement. In order that the 
asefulness of the Committee might be enhanced, additional members consist- 
‘ing chiefly of mercantile representatives were appointed in. July 1911. This 

_ Committee met several times and did useful work, but, with the reconstitution 
wof the Province of Ben, from Ist of April 1912, it? beeime: mécessary to 
enlarge the seope of the Committee, the whole area of the delta of the 
Ganges and the Brahmaputra having been brought again under one administra- 
dion. A new Coiiitnittee has now been appointed upon which all the chief 
mereantile interests are represented. The Committee met for the first time 
son 25th November 1912. x 

14. The Irrigation Department. during the year was in charge of 
Mr. 'T. Butler and Mr, C. A. White. The former has since retired and the 
latter is now the Seeretary to the Government of Bihar. and Orissa, Irrigation 
Department. The thanks of Government are due to these officers for their 
efficient conduet of the affairs of the Department during the year.

P Explanatory.—Vhis report deals with the estimates of area, sown 
with cotton crops (both early and late) and also gives an estimate of 
their probable outturn. : 

Character of the season. carly crop is chiefly grown in 
the Chittagong Hill Tracts and in the State of Hill ‘Tippora, and also to 
a small extent in the districts of Bankura and Midnapore. The late 
crop is grown only in the last two districts. The early crop is generally 
sown before the rains and the late crop partly before and partly after the 
rains. Since the publication of the second forecast in October last. weather 
conditions have not been uniformly favourable for the growth of both early” 
and late cotton: the present condition and prospects of the standing 
crops are reported to be fair on the whole. Some damage is being done 
by rats to the early crop in the Chittagong Hill Tracts and has thus affected 
the outturn considerably.

Area sown.—The total area sown with the early crop is reported 
to be 49,250 acres against, 61,000 acres last year, the decrease being. due 
to searcity in Hill Tippera and the Chittagong Hill Tracts. 

The area sown with late cotton is reported to be 1,900 acres against 
2,000 acres last year. 


Outturn.—The estimated ottturn of early cotton amounts to 14,906 
bales against 28,902 bales last year. The outturn of late cotton works out 
to 1,151 bales against 1,161 bales last year.

“Some damage was done ive rain and floods on, low land 
in July and by drought in September in parts of the Presidency, Rajshahi 
and Dacea Divisions. Injury by insect-p and rats is also reported 
from Jessore, Khulna and the Chittagong Hill Tracts.

Noakhali, Khulna, 
Pabna, Murshidabad, Jessore, Rangpur, Chittagong and Bakarganj report a 
crop between 88 and 98 per cent. Rajshahi, Darjeeling, 24-Parganas. 
Birbhum, Faridpur, Bankura, Jalpaiguri. Tippera, Mymensingh, Dacca, and 
Hooghly report a crop between 74 and 82 per cent. The three remaining 
districts, viz., the Chittagong Hill Tracts, Dinajpur and Bogra, only report an 
outturn between 36 and 58 per cent., the low outturn being attributed 
chiefly to the damage done by floods, insect-pests and rats.
